18.— W. K H earst, 
testify in g before th e Clapp cam paign 
fund In v estig atin g com m ittee, revealed 
the n a m e of the person I rom whom he 
obtained the fam ou s Archbold le tte rs 
to P en ro se, F o r a k e r and Sibley. 
Jo h n Eddy, newspai>er 
man 
and 
m ag azin e w riter, is the man. Mr. Ed 
dy is London corresp on d en t for the 
H earst new sp ap ers ami was m an aging 
editor of the H e a rst papers in New 
Yol k and Boston. 
Mr. Eddy will not De available for 
e x a m in a tio n by the Clapp com m ittee 
of the sen ate, b eca u se he is outside 
the ju risd ictio n of the senate. 
Mr. H e a rst puoduced six m ore let­ 
ters, which he said had not been pub­ 
lished, and 
which w ere read to th e 
com m ittee. 
"A r e th ese all th e le tte rs you h a v e ? ’’ 
he was asked. 
" T h e s e are all th at I 
think com e 
w ithin the scope of th e resolution un­ 
der which this inquiry is being con­ 
d u cted ,” replied Mr. H earst. 
T h e co m m itte e decided that if Mr. 
H e a rst had any o th er letters he m ust 
produce them , and he was ordered to 
do so. 
T h e le tte rs produced by Mr. 
H e a rst were from Jo h n D. A rchbold 
to fo rm er S e n a to r F o ra k er, of Ohio, 
and to S e n a to r P en ro se and 
form er 
C o n g ressm a n Sibley, of P en nsylvan ia. 
T h e y all related to money tra n sa c tio n s 
o r to bills which Mr. Archbold wanted 
killed. 
Mr. H e a rst said th at he had n ever 
seen the original le tte r s ; that all he 
h as 
ev er 
had 
a re 
th e 
photographic 
cop ies, given to him by Mr. Eddy In 
Colum bus, Ohio, in Sep tem b er, 1909, 
and that he has no know ledge about 
th e corresp on d en ce fu rth e r than what 
th e cop ies th em selv es purport to show. 
Mr. H e a rst then produced the se v ­ 
eral le tte rs and teleg ram s. T h e first 
was from S e n a to r P en ro se to Jo h n D. 
A rchbold, dated Dec. 4, 1903, at P h ila ­ 
delphia, and read in part os follow s: 
"I have wired S e n a to r Aldrich to m ak e 
an appointm ent with him to d iscu ss 
th e m a tte r referred to in your le tte r ” 
It added that S e n a to r P en ro se him self 
could m eet Mr. A rchbold in New Y o lk 
at any tim e. 
A le tte r from Jo h n I). Archbold to 
J. B. F o ra k e r, then sen a to r from Ohio, 
exp ressed the w illingness of Mr. A rch ­ 
bold to m ak e a loan of $50,000. T h is 
loan 
was to bear Interest 
at 5 
per 
cen t and was to be tepaid in two in­ 
sta llm e n ts of $25,0<tfi each. 
Mr. H e a rs! 
knew nothing of 
th e fa cts to which any of the letters 
referred . 
He did not know for what 
purpose or under w hat c ircu m sta n ce s 
the proposed loan was to !>e made.

letter 
was

Archbold to form er R e p re se n ta tiv e J o ­ 
seph C. Sibley, in which he referred 
to an inclosed c ertifica te of deposit of 
ISOIX), " s e n t you at the request of Mr. 
O riscom . the purpose of which you no 
doubt understand with h im .”

ard OII com pany tor work in co n n e c ­ 
tion with th e com m ission was am u s­ 
ing.
